THE ROYALISTS ARE DISPLEASED 


The Kentuckian Has Not Returned 
the Dusky Vidder’s Visit. 


JUDGE GRESHAM 1S DISAPPOINTED. 


He Expected to Hear That the Queen Has 
Been Restored— Dole Hopes to 
Maintain Peace. 


Honolulu, November 16., via San Fran- 
tisco, November 22.—(Copyright, 1893, by 
the Associated Press.—The main change 
in the political situation since the Austra- 
lia sailed has been one of increased strayn 
aml greater Husiness depragsion. Since 
his formal call to present his credentials, 
Minister Willis has not communicated ofti- 
cially with the government. 

The most significant happening which 
has taken place occurred last Monday, 
when a committee of the American League, 
the lately organized auxiliary of the annex- 
ation club, called on the new minister. 
After welcoming Mr. Willis, the committee 
stated that the members of the league 
earnestly desired that the Hawaiian is- 
lands should become « part of the United 
States, and with this object in view the 
league would support the present govern- 
ment of Hawaii, and in all honorable 
wuys aid in accomplishing annexation. 
The address also contains an offer of aid, 
if at any time the minister saw fit to cum- 
inand it. 

Minister Willis's answer has not yet 
leaked out here, as the committee is pledg- 
ed to secrecy, but the Associated Press 
is enabled after diligent inquiry and careful 
comparison of the versions of the minister's 
remarks as remembered by three members 
of the committee te give the following 
nearly, if not quite, verbatim report of the 
reply: 

What Mr. Willis Had to Say. 

After welcoming the committee and 
epenkinge in pleasant terms of his visit to 
liawaii, Minister Willis said: 

“T am an ardent Amerean. I would like 
to see the stars and stripes waving not only 
over Hawaii, but over all the islands of the 
Pacific ocean or any other territory which 
would be beneficial to the United States. 

“IT have my instructions, which I cannot 
divulge. You will understand this, but this 
much I can say that the policy of the United 
Stutes is already formulated regarding 
these islands, and that nothing which can 
be said or done either here or there, can 
avail anything now. 

“IT did not come here as did Mr. Blount. I 
come as an executive officer, | come t 
act. , When the proper time arrives, I sha 
act. i am sorry L cannot tell you when or 
how. 1 wish you to understand, how- 
ever, that knowing the policy of the United 
States, J could not have accepted 
the position of exccutive otlicer 
hud it- been in coutlict with the 
eaten * hold. Americans here will 
“ive nothing tu regret. While performing 
my duty in carrying out the United States 
policy, l shall have uo need of aid from you 
or other resident Americins. Hlowever, 
1 Wish to siate positively that any outside 
interference Will not be tolerated by the 
United States.”

The provisiona? sovernment considers 
Minister Willis’s remarks as significunut and, 
from other information obtained, it is the 
general behef among Americans that a 
United States protectorate will surely be 
established over the provisional goverument 
with the understanding that a stable form 
of government be organized there until 
Within a limited ‘period. Some are of the 
opinion that action will be taken between 
the sailing of the Alameda and the srmy:! 
of the Monowai, on the 23d instant. This 
opinion has been expressed on board the 
United States steamer Philadeiphia within 
the last few days. Minister Willis’. delay 
in action, coupled with his refusal io di- 
vulge, or even ‘hint at officially what the 
policy of the United States is to be. has 
aused the political strain to becoine very 
great on both sides. As a cousequcnee, 
rumors are thick. The government has 
also been‘on the lookout for the past few 
days for the threatened attempts of the 
royalists to seize the executive building un- 
der the theory that if they could hoid it 
now, the United States would support them 
as th’ existing government. 

The Ex-Queen’s Visit to Miniater Willia. 

Last Monday morning the  ex-queen, 
somewhat unexpectedly called upon Mims- 
ter Willis ai the United States legstion. 
She was accompanied by lier former cham- 
berlain. She remained at the’ kg:tion 
about twenty minutes. Minister Willis bas 
got yet returned the call. The ex-queen’s 
action created much unfavorable comn cpt. 
it surprised the royadsts as well as the an- 
nexationists.

left. He eaid this at 2:30 o'clock. The 
steamer sails at 3 p. m. His last words 
to the Associated Press reporter were that 
any trouble precipitated by either side 
would be stopped at once by the United 
States forces. 

The Honolulu Commercial Advertiser 
published the following in an extra edition 
on Thursday, November 16th. the day the 
Alameda sailed for San Francisco: 

Extra, 10:30 a. m.—l’resident Cieveland pro- 
poses to restore the monarchy. Our press hav- 
ing been delayed till late this morning waiting 
for the Alameda’s arrival from Aukland and 
Sydney, and the edition having been printed 
without the expected news, we hasten to give 
in ap exira, the more important items received 
by her. As President Cleveland can act in 
the Hawafian matters only by the authority of 
congress, {t remains to be seen how far con- 
gress will sustain him in the proposed resiora- 
tion of the monarchy. 

As the telegram couves via London it may nov 
he strictly correct, but we give it as reevived: 
The folowing Is clipped from The New Zea- 
land Herald of November 4th, with Washins- 
ton date of November 2d, or five days later 
than our news that we haye received here: 

“Washington, November 2.—President Cleve- 
land is drafting a message to congress, in fa- 
vor of restoring the monarchy in Hawaii.” 

When the attention of Minister Willis was 
ealled to the above dispatch from Washbingt6., 
he declined to express an opinion. It is toe 
belief here that the dispatch Js unfounded. 

At the last moment the provisional gov- 
ernment declares that it has no further 
information, ‘but is certain it will be able 
to maintain the peace. 


THE ARRIVAL OF THE ALAMCDA « 


Brings the Latest News from Hawaii—News- 
paper Comment on the Situation. ° 

San Francisco, November 23.—The 
stenmshin Alameda from Sydney and 
Anckland,. via Honolulu, arriving in port be- 
fore 9 o'clock this morning, bringing news 
that nothing of special importance has 
transpired at the Hawaiian islands silce 
the Australia left there nearly a week 
ago. 
The Hawajian newspapers have little edi- 
torial comment on the political situation on 
the islands. The royalist paper, The Bul- 
letin, in commenting on the recent events, 
says: “There is one thing as clear as 
the sun in the present situation. The Uni- 
ted States distinctly repudiates the pretend- 
ed right of the provisional government of 
the Hawaiian islands to offer this country 
to the United States.” 

To this, The Hawaiian Star replies as 
follows: “The United States have made 
no reply whatever as yet to the annexation 
proposed. Should they do so ina negative 
way, it could not be because they had 
questioned the authority of a ggvernment, 
the valid status which they had repeatedly 
and fully recognized. It would simply be 
because they did not want the islands.” 


NO NEWS WA3 BAD NEWS. 


The State Department Counted on Hearing 
That the Qaeen Is Restarcd. 

Washington. November 23.--When the 
Assoviated Press bulletin Game in from 
San Irauycisco announcing that the steam- 
er Alameda ‘had brought no news of spe- 
cial interest. and that there had been no 
attempt to return the queen to her throne, 
was showed to Secretary Gresham, he said: 
“That is surprising to me. 1 expected to 
hear by this time that she had been 
returned.” 

He did not think Minister Willis made 
even the remarks which were given as cor- 
rected. The secretary said that Minister 
Willis ought not to talk as stated and he 
did not believe that Minister Willis would 
talk to anybody as he was quoted in the 
dispatch, as he was a careful, conservative 
man. 

Upon the point as to whether Minister 
Willis would wait until further jnstruc- 
tions were received before he acted, Sec- 
retary Gresham would say nothing. Neither 
would he make any comment upon the re- 
ports that the provisional government was 
making preparations for resistance. It was 
declared by an officer of the state depart- 
ment that no additional instructions had 
been sent to Minister Willis on either of 
the ships that had left for Hawaii and that 
he would act without anything more being 
sent. 


AN IMPORTANT PENS'ON ORDER 


Issued by Commissioner of Pensions Lochre hn 
Yesterday. 

Washington, November 25.—(Special.)— 
Commissioner of Pensions Lochren today 
issued the first important order simplifying 
the practice of thé bureau in the adjudica- 
tion of claims under the famous act of June 
°7, 1890: “Pension certificates issued un- 
der the act of June 27, 1800, will no longer 
specify particularly disabhities. In such 
certificates, where the maximum rating of 
$12 per month is allowed, the certificate 
will state that it is for ‘inability to earn 
i support by manual labor; where less 
than the medium rating rating fs allowed, 
the certificate will state that it is for ‘par- 
tial inability to.earn a support by manual 
labor.’ 

‘Whenever in case of a pension granted 
under the said act at less than the miximum 
rating a higher rerating is sub- 
sequently sought for, is the applica- 
tion of such higher rating, sha’! be con- 
sidered and treated as a claim for an in- 
crease, and not as a eclaim for a new dis- 
ability, amd the inerease, if allowed, will 
commence from the date of the medical ex- 
amination, showing the increased disabil- 
ity.”

Manufactorers Said to Have Organized 
Another Combins. 


COMPETITION 18 100 SHARP, 


That Recent Cut in Prices Too Much 
for the East. 


ROADS ARE NOT PLACING ORDERS, 


Rumor Has It That One Large Piant Is to 
Be Closed—Ali the Big Mills in 
the Deal.

New York, November 25.—(Special.)— 
Steel and iron circles have been greauly 
agitated during the past few days over the 
rumors of a recently effected pool composed 
of the leading ste yail manufacturers of 
this country. The companies alieged to 
be behiad this trust are the Carnegie Steel 
and Iron Conrpany, of Homestead, Pa; the 
Cambrin, of Johnstown, Pa.: the Mlinois 
Steel Company, of Chicago: the Bethlehem 
Steel and lron Company, of Bethlehem, Pa, 
and the Lackawanna Steel and Iron Com- 
pany. According to the rumors, the com 
bine has leased the two largest eastern 
plants manufacturing rails—the Maryland 
Steel and Iron Company at Sparrows Point, 
Md., and the Peunsylvania Stee. Company 
at Harrisburg, Pa. It is said that the form- 
er plant will be closed with the exception of 
that portion of the works manufacturing 
inarine forgings, but that the Pennsylvania 
works will be run to their full capacity. 

The major portion of the interested com- 
panies have otlices in this city, but with 
the exception of the Carmegie company’s 
vice president, Mr, Schoonmaker, = all 
the officials are out of town. When seen 
at his oflice this morning and asked about 
the alleged combination, Mr. Schoonmaker 
stated emphatically that he knew absolute- 
ly nothing about the matter and that it was 
all news to him. When asked if it was not 
a fact that the various companies manu- 
facturing steel rails had for several weeks 
past waged a bitter rate war against each 
Other, particularly the western companies 
against the eastern manufacturers, each 
coupany having violated the agreement 
made two years ago to maintain a standard 
price of $30 per ton, Mr. Schopnmaker 
said: 

“I consider all matters of that character 
are strictly the private affairs of the in- 
terested companies, and I cannot see that 
it is any of the public’s business.”’ 

Notwithstanding Mr. Schoonmaker’s ap- 
parent ignorance of the situation, it is gen- 
erally believed by local steel and iron. deal- 
ers that the combination has been effected. 

“Several weeks ago,” a prominent dealer 
stated this morning, ‘‘the Lackawanna eom- 
pany broke the $30 per ton agreement of 
1890. This was the signal for the general 
break «nd each company struck out to se 


cure future business at whatever prices it.

THE VIRGINIA METHODISTS. 


Their Conference Opened Vesterday Morning 
with Prayer by Ir. Granbary. 

Danville, Va., November 23.—The Meth- 
odist conference reconvened at 9:15 this 
morning with prayer by Dr. Granbury. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Rey. J. W. Southall. A lengthy communi- 
cation from the commissioners of educa- 
tion for the colored people was referred 
to its proper committee. The amount con- 
tributed to this cause by the southern 
thurch last year, including all the states, 
was $71,796. Virginia's portion being $900. 
Rev. M. A. Davidson, who has been trans- 
ferred from the West Virginia conference 
to join this was received and introduced to 


the conference. 


The conference mission board, through 
its ehairman, Dr. Shedd, made a partial 
report in which the pastors are urged to 
give the subject of missions more promi- 
nence in their sermons and ministrations. 
A large number of memorials to the gen- 
eral conference were referred to the memo- 
rial committee. These memorials recom- 
mend many changes in the discipline, 
among them one requiring that the condi- 
tions for admission to membership in the 
Methodist church shall be more stringent, 
denranding that the candidate shall profess 
such repentance as laid down in the New 
Testament as a condition of personal salva- 
tion. Another is that the delegates to the 
general conference shall be on a basis of 
fifty members to one delegate  in- 
stead of thirty-six as now. An- 
other, that the power to  admin- 
ister sacrament and perform the marriage 
ceremony be conferred to local preachers 
aml preachers on trial, who are found 
worthy, without regard to ordination. 

The following applicants were admitted 
to tue conference on trial as preachers of 
the first year: Samuel C. Hatcher, J. 
Sidney Peters, Ernest I’. Hall. George 
Hi. Ray, Jr.. F. W. Proctor, George E. 
Booker, Arthur R. Sharp, Robert SS, 
Baughman, Robert F. Waterfield, WilKam 
B. Beauchampe and A. A. Whitmore. 

The application of Peters elicited a 
lengthy discussion because of the following 
facts: The applicant is a bright, brainy 
young mun and politician of some note, he 
having been one of the bright- members of 
the legislature. He has been rather wild 
and dissipated, but was converted about 
Six months ago. He is cultivated and be- 
fore the examination board he stood at the 
head of the class.

Passeu- 
ger trains will be forced to transfer tcricht 
and tomorrow. The cows had ran into a 
cattle guard and became fastened. The 
guard was at the mouth of a cut and the 
whole train is piled up between the two 
walls of the cut. 

A Wreck on the Evansville.

TWO LIVES WERE LOST 


And $750,000 Damage Done by a Fire in 
7 Detroit Yeaterday. 

Detroit, Mich., November 23.—Shortly 
after noon today the immense wholes:le 
dry goods establishmen: of Edson. Moore 
& Co., occupying the five-story buiiding at 
194 to 202 Jefferson avenue, was burned to 
the ground, causing an estimated loss of 
$750,000, and on which the insurance is 
ample. Radford Dunning, a porter, aged 
forty-four, and James McKay, aged thirty- 
eight, were killed by jwuping from the top 
story of the burning structure. 

About half past 12 o'clock this afternoon 
flames were noticed pouring out of a corner 
window on the top floor of the building, 
Which was owned by the Palmer estate. 
An alarm was quickly turned in, but by 
the time the first engine had arrived the 
flames had spread over the entire floor. The 
two men, whose escape was cut off, jumped 
to the ground before a ladder could be 
raised for their rescue. 

Driven by a strong northwest Wind, the 
flames soon enveloped the whole building, 
and it was evident that nothing coun’ be 
done to save it. ‘Lhe attention of the 
firemen was then turned to keeping the fire 
confined to the Palmer building, which was 
entireiy destroyed Within an hour from the 
time it was discovered. The strong wii 
drove burning embers through the air to 
the roofs of adjoining buildings and the 
firemen of the entire department, vhich 
had been called out, were kept busy putting 
out these smaller fires. Bagley’s tobacco 
factory, in the rear, caught fire ard was 
threatened with destruction.

SWAN DID NOT SING! 


Citizens of Beaufort Mocked Him and 
Cast Stones at Him, 


BUT HE CARRIED OFF THE BEER 


He Did Not Draw a Pistol for He 
Would Have Been Killed. 


GOVERNOR TILLMAN IS WROUGHT UP 


A large Force of Constables Has Been 
Sent tothe Coastand There Will 
Be Arrests or Blood,

Columbia, S. C., November 23.—(Special.) 
State Constable Swan cannot “wink the 
other eye’ now. That important member 
was badly disfigured Tuesday night by some 
angry citizen of the realm who did not rel- 
ish the dispensary detective’s | prying. 
Swan and his brother constable, StroDvel, 
were mobbed by a large crowd in Beaufort 
and, as a cousequence, there is trouble 
ahead for the parties who extended so warm 
a welcome to the governor's pets. 

This morning’s train brought the two con- 
stables to Comumbia to do as all dispensary 
constables do when in hot water. They 
cume to consult the governor and get his 
assistance. The party got out at the state- 
house and went at once to the governor's 
office. When they arrived there was a 
great stir, and the officials and others gazed 
He 
earried himself proudly, however, and look- 
ed at the governor out of his good eye as If 
seeking sympathy from him. Swan weighs 
about 500 pounds and is over six feet tall. 
Strobel is also fat, but weighs 100 pounds 
less than Swan. Strobel gave no external 
evidences of having been bruised or bat- 
tered up. 

And Then the Governor Spoke. 

When the mournful story had been told to 
the governor he had something to say. All 
he did say, the reporters, who were waiting, 
dig not know. Swan and Gaillard talked 
and the governor talked. Visits were made 
between the governor's office and the at- 
torney general’s office and it was piain that 
there was something in the wind. 

The governor stated to the reporters that 
Constables Swan and Stroble went to Beau- 
fort with warrants to seize some illegal 
shipments of liquor expected on the ship 
Alpha. The boat runs between Savannah 
and Beaufort, and had been suspected of 
volating the dispensary iaw by bringing 
Georgia liquor into this state. The boat 
arrived at Beaufort at 8 o'clock Tuesday 
night. Swan and Strobel were on hand, 
and so was a crowd of negroes and white 
men, who knew them, and were awaiting 
developments. The officers boarded the 
vessel and began their search. ‘They found 
several suspicious barrels and seized one, 
containing beer. 

“toned by the Moh. 

The captain of the vessel refused to-let 
them have the barrel, but they took it any 
how. ‘The constables allege that neither 
draymen nor anybody clse could be prevail- 
ed upon to assist them in getting it to the 
jail, so they tried to carry it and, faiang in 
this, they changed off and tried to roll it 
along. Then the fun began. According 
to Swan's story the erowd followed and 
showered curses on them. They were 
threatened with complete extermination, 
but Swan says that he told the mob they 
could kill him, but they should not have 
the barrel, which they wanted to take away, 
Swann did not pull his pistol, because he 
knew, he says, that it meant certain death. 

The mob harassed the two constables and 
prevented them from getting the barrel to 
the sheriff’s office for three hours. In the 
meantime brickbats and other missiies be- 
gan to fly around the heads of the lonely 
othicers, One brick struck Swan in the 
right eye, another knocked his hat off and 
several others scraped him. Strobel’s hat 
was knocked off. The barrel was at last 
landed in the sheriff's office. 

Will Raid Beaufort 

Governor Tillman was asked what he in- 
tended {fo do about the matter. Said he: 
“I propose to see that the laws are en- 
forced and you will see later what is ge.ng 
to be done. Just wait awhile.” 

Though the governor has not disclosed his 
plans, things look interesting. During the 
day the attorney general and the assistant 
attorney general an] the assistant adjutant 
general and the chief constable were ¢con- 
sulted. Assistant Attorney General Bu- 
chanan and Assistant Adjutant General 
Watts were given instructions of some na- 
ture. 

It is ascertained that telegrams have been 
sent to the sheriff of Beaufort and the cap- 
tain of the local military, but their nature 
has not been divulged. Assistant Attorney 
General Buchanan was seen at the depot 
this evening with his traveling bag. “A 
force of constables under Chief Gaillard left 
the city in the direction of Beaufort. It is 
believed that Assistant Adjutant General 
Wutts has also gone to Beaufort, and that 
the idea is to have Swan and Strobel arrest 
their assaulters, while the military com- 
pany is held in readiness, 

Treated Outrugcously. 

A special from Beaufort says that the 
constables offered to pay $19 to some of the 
howling mob to assist them in rolling the 
barrel away. This was indignantly refused 
with curses and abuse from the mob of ne- 
vro men, half grown boys and wenches who 
even kicked and cuffed the constables. 
From $25 to $100 was jeeringly demanded 
by the hackmen for a wagon. Swan's nose 
vas broken and his eye terribly cut. He 
bled profusely and was knocked almost 
senseless and staggered with pain. Dur- 
ing all this the constables were pelted with 
rotten During the ‘transportation 
of the barrel it was smashed, the contents 
rolling out, and when it reached the jail 
only six bottles were left.

They 
crouched at the main entrance and as Jailer 
Copeland opened the mussive iron door they 
leaped upott him, knocking him down and 
running over him. Four of the tive got 
outside. Copeland followed one and caught 
him after a chase of two blocks. Two 
of the others were captured a half hour 
later, and the third is still at large. This 
one Was in jail on a charge of stealing cot- 
ton.

Gaston, the Moses Who Was to Lead His 
Race Out of the Wilderness 


TO THE LAND OF THEIR FOREFATHERS 


Arrested for Cheating and Swindling—His 
Followers Grow Impat ent and 
Demand Their Money. 


Fat, fatherly, benevolent and disiinguish- 
ed looking Benjamin F. Gaston, the choco- 
late colored. African emigrant agent, sa- 
Yant, winister, raconteur, capitalist, old 
man eloquent and the Moses of his race 
is Warming his shins in a cell in the heart 
of the ‘Tombs, New York city. 

Hie was arrested in New York yesterday 
morning by two detectives detailed from 
the detective bereau by Inspector William 
MeLaughlin. He was conducted to the 
big prison in Mulberry street, and docketed 
as “B. F. Gaston, wanted in Atlanta, Ga.. 
for cheating and swindling.” 

A telegram from Inspector W. W. Me- 
Laughlin, in charge of the detective bureau, 
New York, received just before noon yes- 
terday, imformed Chief Connolly of the 
wirrest of the elusive prophet of the colored 
race. The chief immediately took steps

toward having the African agent returned 
to the scene of his missionary labors among 
the negroes of Atlanta. 

The telegram from Inenector McLaugh- 
lin stated that the utmost promptness was 
necessary in the matter, as Gaston and his 
friends were active, and might succeed in 
securing the prisoner's release on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Gaston is one of the best 
informed men of his race, is thoroughly 
imformed on questions of law, and would 
ot let a single chance slip by which he 
might secure freedom. 

Inspector McLaughlin indicated in his 
telegram that Gaston had already taken 
steps to secure his release. He is well. ac- 
quainted in New York and has the advant- 
age of experience in meeting matters of this 
kind. 

Chief Connolly forwarded on the first 
train a warrant for Gaston, sworn out by 
Khau H. Becher, a prominent negro of 
this city, who has been selected as the rep- 
resentative of the stockholders in Gaston's 
African scheme Im Atlanta. Attorney 
Greorge C. Thomas, legal representative of 
the stockhoiders in the enterprise = who 
have stock. amounting to more than $4,000 
was sent for. The attorney stated that 
his clients were desirous of having Gaston 
brought back to this city at all odds, and 
arrangements to have this done were at 
once begun. 

The arrest of Gaston is the logical se- 
quence of a highly colored African emi- 
gration scheme, which promised everything 
to the negroes and brought them noth.ug 
but shallow purses. The wonder is that 
the culmination was so long delayed, 
the Atlanta coutingent has been swelling 
Gaston’s bank account over two veurs and 
have had nothing but promises for their 
money. Date after date for departure to 
Afr.ca has come, passed and the negroes, 
hopeful candidates for citizenship in Afri- 
ca, remained at home, put off with soime 
plausible excuse for the delay. 

Gaston made his first appearance in At- 
Janta in June, two years and a half ago. 
ie is a heavy, well built, stylishly dressed 
negro with a strong face. He has a man- 
ner and style of speaking which at once 
inspires contidence, and his ministerial] 
look speedily disarms suspicion of crooked- 
ness. He is highly educated, a born oru:- 
tor, & Man of fine presence and a power 
with his race. 
ing a warm reception for his ideas jn this 
city. 

« @ held meetings at Schell’s hall and 
painted most glowing pictures of life iu 
Africa. He told of the superior induce- 
ments of the country, and the negroes 
Were easily convinced that once in that 
favored clime weulth and position wouid 
at once be theirs. He told them of his har- 
ing served in the Liberian legislature for 
s¢veral terms and of acquiring a fortune 
of more than $150,000, and the delighted 
Atlanta negrees saw the doors of wealth 
and politicad honor epened wide to them 
under Liberian skies. 

The scheme Gaston proposed for taking 
the Atlanta- darkies to Afriea was ex 
eeedingly simple. He represented himself 
‘eo be n member of Elder, Hempstead & 
Co., ship owners, of Liverpool, and said 
he had made arrangements with that firm 
to carry people of lis race from the south 
to African at » nominal price. 

He proposed that such of the Atlanta 
negroes as desired to vo ta Africa should 
become stockholders in his African emi- 
eration CODLpALY paying their 
stock in installments, the general 
fund to so 86toward paying for 
their transportation to Afries when it 
reached the necessary proportions. Car. 
penters, shoemukers, draymen. laborers 
and idlers flocked to the meetings and hun- 
dreds of numes were enrolled us subscrib- 
ers. They were given no definite date for 
their depariure for the promised land, but 
were «assured that all the preparations 
had been made and that the one thing need- 
ful to complete the enterprise Was the 
money. The negroes entered into ihe 
scheme enthusiastically and paid their 
money with religious promptness every 
week,

Gaston held meetinys two or three times 
a week pnudon Sunday afternoons, most of 
them being behing crossed i's. The re- 
gious feature of the enterprise was quite 
fetchimg and caused many divisions in the 
churches. Neariv erery eloped 
minister in the -city opposed the scheme, 
and their opposition lost them meinbers. 
The enthusiasm and zeal aroused at Gas- 
tens meetings were something marvelous. 
The negroes shonted with terrific fervor 
and sang of the time when they would re- 
turn to.the land of their forefathers. Gas- 
ton Was reverenced ns {) savior and 
prophet of his race. Ile save the enter- 
prise 2 historical signifieance, and flattered 
his adherents into believing that it) lind 
been ordained by providence thet ther 
should return to the home of their fathers. 
The meetings have been held recularly 
for over two years, recently with waning 
geal. As long ago as

set for the departure for Africa and prepar- 
ations for leaving were completed. Ne- 
groes from adjacent towns caine 
many with hardiy more than S5, 
nz to go to the promised land. Many At- 
lanta negroes sacrificed their belongings. 
and, for a fortnight, Atlanta had an army 
of idle negroes waiting for the ship to go. 
Their ignorance was syblime. They knew 
nothing of the details of the departure, 
trusting blindly to. Gaston. 

The day enine and the excited nevroes 
were disappointed with the statement that 
there had been some bitch in the pro- 
gramme... A day in the near future was 
named for the exodus. It came with tho 
sume result. The police reaped a harvest 
from the futile gatherings, scores of idle 
and penniless negroes being thrown upon 
the city. In the face of these disappoint-

mients the negroes continued to pay their 
subscriptions. 

The sun collected by Gaston reached 
$8,400 early this year, coming from the 
hard earnings of many honest negro work- 
men. (aston assured them that the mon- 
ey was safely deposited in the Metropodtan 
bank, Washington city. his was satis- 
factory for a while, but last spring certain 
of his followers grew impatient and sick 
with hope deferred. Gaston left Atlanta 
in April, after making promises that he 
would speedily bring the enterprise to a 
head. Nothing was heard of him for some 
time, and division occurred in the ranks. 
Two factions sprung up, and thenceforth 
Gaston lost caste as an idol. 

A minority of the negroes retained their 
fanh in Gaston and refused to join in the 
mutiny against him, but the more intelli- 
gent the anxious subscribers formed 
themseives into an organization with the 
avowed purpose of gettmg their money 
back, Several meetings were held, and 
Siiha B. Becher, an intelligent mecnanic, 
was made chairman. 

The qweeting resulted in the employment 
of Mr. George C. Thomas as eoun el, and 
he was sent to Washington *. demauc tre 
return of S4.500, which scm ws represent- 
ed by the negroes employing him, Gaston 
had promised to return the money to those 
who should demand it. In Washington 
Mr. Thomas found only $5. S00 on 
deposit, 83.000 less than had heen 
paid in. Craston explained this 
deficit by saying it had been consumed in 
expenses. Mr. Thomas reached no satis- 
faciory settlement with Gaston and re- 
turned to Atlanta. 

The news brought by Mr. ‘Thomas was 
very disquieting to the nerves of the dis- 
appointed emigrants. They continued to 
hold meeiings, «and as nothing tangible 
could be agreed upon, they determined to 
prosecute Gaston. Acting under legal ad- 
vice, Belcher, as the representative of the 
dissatisfied element, swore out a warrant 
against Gaston charging him with cheating 
and swindling. Stockholders representing 
$1,400 refused to participate In this dis- 
loval movement. 

The warrant was placed in the hands of 
Chief Connolly, and he telegraphed to a 
number of cities asking the police to arrest 
(laston. The telegram sent to New York 
Tuesday secured Gaston's arrest: 

Thomas Byrnes, Superintendent of Police, 
New York: Arrest Benjamin Gaston, colored 
em.grant agent, about sixty years old, five 
feet ten inches high, weight 200 pounds, black 
gray beard, has business with Daniel Bacon 
2° eotton exchange your city. Charge, cheat 
ing and swindling, Elihu FE. Belcher, psose 
cutor. Amount involved, $4,000.

Just before noon yesterday came the tel- 
egram fron McLaughlin announcing Gas- 
ton’s arrest. The chief immediately wired 
to the New York authorities to hold him. 
Patrolman Rolla C. Powell was detailed 
to go to New York and escort Gaston back 
to Atlantu. Hle secured a requisition from 
the governor late yesterday afternoon and 
would have left for New York last night 
but for the lack of funds to defray expens- 
es. A meeting of the dissatisfied negroes 
was held last night, and the money raised. 
Officer Pawell will leave on the first train 
this morning. 

The news of the arrest of their idol crea- 
ted consternation among Gaston's. still 
loval followers. They still have the ut- 
most faith in his promises, but a large 
majority of the subscribers are anxious to 
see him prosecited, if he will not dis- 
sorege .

GASTON CRIED IN COURT. 


He Says He isin a Lecitimsite Business and 
Hones to Get Ont. 

New York, November 23.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. Benjamin Gaston, treasurer of 
the National migration and Steamship 
Company. was arrested in the office of. the 
Liverpool and South Africa Steamship 
Company, 25 Cotton exchange, by central 
office detectives today, on information re- 
ceived a telegram from the chief of police 
of Atlanta, Ga., charging hiin with whole- 
sale swindling. The business of the com- 
pany is to transport colored emigrants ty 
the black republic, where sinall farms are 
apportioned and a start in life given by the 
governmeni. The money to defray the ex- 
pense of transportation according to the 
company's pian was to be raised by popu- 
lar subscription. Gaston traveled through 
the south and says he succeeded in raising 
about $5,000. Last May he took a colony 
of eighteen to Liberia. He returned and 
Visited the south again and organized -a 
colony of thirty who are.to leave At- 
lanta-tomorrow for New York. to embark 
on the steamship Paris for Liverpool and 
thence to Liberia. Their passage had been 
engaged and paid for by Dr. Gaston. 
Among the subscribers was EF. B. Belcher, 
of Atlantu. He had signified his inten- 
tion of going to Liberia, thought he saw 
a big swindle and swore out a warrant 
with the above result. The agent of El- 
der & Dempster was in court with Lawyer 
Ii. M. Friend. He told Justice Martin 
that Gaston had committed no crime, was 
scrupulously honest and engaged in a !egiti- 
mate business with the president of Li- 
beria. The prisoner cried like a ¢hild in 
court and excited much sympathy. He was 
remanded until 9 a. m. tomorrow, when 
Justice Martin promised he would be dis- 
charged unless something more tangib'e 
Was produced against him,

The Board of Aldermen Meet in Regular 
session and Dispose of Work. 


The Board Makes Its Ruling—A Leading 
Law Firm Says the Question Will Be 
Taken to the Courts. 


The board of aldermen met yesterday 
afternoon in the council chamber, all of 
the members except Mr. Stephens being 
preseut.

The question of refunding to the proper- 
ty owners on Loyd street the amount of 
money paid inte the city treasury by the 
Atlanta Consolidated Company was taken 
up and one of the longest and most stub- 
born fights of the year followed. The law 
requires Where belgian blocks are laid on 
the streets that the property owners. on 
both sides shall pay the cost equally, but 
if there is a street car line on the street 
the cost shall be divided equally between 
the people on both sides and the street 
ailroad company. If, however, there is 
no street car on the street and the work 
is done and paid for and then a street car 
company should lay a track the company 
must pay inte the city treasury the same 
amount or proportion as it would have 
been assessed had it been down before the 
belgian blocks were laid. 

The same law requires that the money 
thus received from street car companies 
shail be returned to the people who paid 
for the work originally. 

For a long time past it has been the cus- 
tom with the city in refunding the money 
thus received to pay it to those in front of 
whose property the street car line has beeu 
laid and in proportion to the feet froniage. 
Not long ago, however, some objection 
was found to this plan of work and after 
a careful consideration of the matter by 
the council an ordinance requiring the 
money to be returned to the owners of 
property on the street, wh@her or not the 
street car track had been laid in front of 
the property, provided that the act should 
mean that all of those who received re- 
funded money should have deen in the 
original ordinance authorizing the paving 
of the street was adopted. 

This gave those who had paid into the 
city for belgian blocks passed up by the 
same ordinance a right to a portion of the 
money paid back by the street car compa- 
ny, whether the street car company passed 
by them or not. 

The change caused quite a number of 
those in front of whose houses the blocks 
had been laid on Loyd street to protest 
against the payment of any of the 
rebate from the street car company going 


the same ordinance, but in front of whose 
places the street car tracks had not been 
laid. The general council, however, passed 
the award recently made by the street com- 
mittee on Loyd street and yesterday, when 
the matter came up before the aldermanic 
board for a concurrence, atporneys were 
present to oppose it. There were attorneys 
there, too, to urge tae concurrence. 
Judge Hammond and Mr. J. C. Jenkins 
asked the aldermanie board to coneur in 
the action of the council, while Mr. Charles 
Hopkins, representing property — owners 
on the street, asked the aldermanic board 
to refuse to concur. ‘The question was dis- 
cussed at length by the attorneys and by 
the members of the aldermanic board and 
then by a vote the board decided to stand 
by the resolution. Then Mr. Hopkins gave 


notice that he would carry the case into the 
courts.

The Matter of Keeping the Ryan Store

Mortgages to the amount of over $11,- 
000 were tiled yesterday by Gramling & 
Nisbet, the Whitehall street dry goojs mer- 
chants, and later in the day a petition 
asking for a restraining order and praying 
for the appointment of a receiver Was filed. 
This was followed up still later by the fore-

‘The levy was held off until late in the af- 
ternoon, just before the store was closed 
up. There has been no statement mace 
as to the assets and liabilities of the firm, 
but they probably stand in the ratio of 
three to two, about $30,000 assets and 3$20,- 
UOU labilities.

Ot Matters Keferred tointhe Fleming In- 
terview—Two Ideas of Quarterly Pay- 
ment the Cause of the Trouble. 


Out of the fact that in the discussion of 
the school question the term “quarterly 
payments” has been used with a double 
meaning, has grown «a misunderstanding 
that has assumed rather large proportions. 

Ate one result cf this coming, as it does, 
hand in hand with a misunderstanding 
whout the depositories—will be an iuvestiga- 
tion that is aimed at the treasury. 

Not an investigation into the soundness 
of the treasury or one that can possibly re- 
lect on the intergrity of the state treasurer. 
That must be understood out- 
set: for not of who 
have advocated or voted for the 
providing an investigation, 
ed at anything of the sort. In fact, they 
have all expressly stated that nothing of 
that sort was coutempkited. But they do 
not understand about this schooi fund; and 
they do feel certain that the law about state 
depositories should be changed. 

Question of Fersonal Frivilege. 

This inatter came up in the senaie yes- 
terday by two of the ablest members ot 
that body rising to personal 
privilege. 

First, Mr. Chambers sent to the clerk’s 
desk and had read an extract from an in- 
view with Mr. Fleming that appeared in 
The Constitution. ‘The portion of that in- 
ferview referred to was follows:

The issue is a p.ain 
question of fact, and I appeal to the official 
records of the state. The records in the office 
of the cemptrolier general show that the 
usual time for the governor to make the tax 
evy ts the laiter part of August. In 1891 this 
levy was not made until September 26th. This 
postponement was made by the governor in 
order that the legisiature, then ho.ding its 
July session, might provide additional funds 
to meet the widuws’ pensions. The first act 
to pension widows was approved December, 
1890, directing payment to be made of $60,000 
for the year begivning February, 1891. In- 
stead of $60,000 being sufficient it was found 
that $400,000 was necessary. The tax levy 
for 1891 was made September: 26, 1891, and 
the raie for general purposes, which includes 
pensions, was increased from 27-10 milis for 
1800 to 35-10 milis for 1891. This increase 
Was made tv cover the additional amount for 
Widows’ pensious mainiy. Ll have a written 
statement signed by the comptroer generai, 
saying the levy of 35-10 for 1891 did inciude 
the widows’ pensions for 1891. 
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1892, ‘not February, 1801. These 
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What Senator Chambers Said. 


Immediately after this. had been read, 
Mr. Chambers rose to a question of per- 
sonal privilege. 

“Ax a member of the committee who 
submitted this report, [ am unwilling that 
the criticism as m: ade by Mr. Fleming 
shall pass unnoticed,” said he. “In this in- 
ferview it is charged that. the report of 
this committce as to the statement of 
facts that “the taxes for the payment of 
the appropriations to the widows and sol- 
diers do not reach the treasury until De- 
cember of each year, but therefore they 
have been me eight or nine months pre- 
vious thereto. 

“If this statement of fact is false 
treasurer is responsible therefor. The 
committee had no authority to investigate 
or ascertain any facts as te the payment of 
these pensions. Its duty was to ascertain 
and report what amount of money, if any, 
is necessary to pay the teachers’ salaries 
quarterly. 

“With that purpose in view, 
tee called on the treasurer, 
first meeting arrived at no. satisfactory 
conclusion. At the meeting of the next 
day at the treasury, the committee was in- 
formed by the treasurer that the pensions 
to widows and soldiers was paid out of the 
educational fund eight or nine months pre-

MR. FLEMING’S BILL PASSES THE HOUSE 


It Gives Rise toa Little Discussion but 
Passes Almost Unanimously—Rou- 
tine o: Senate and House. 


The first step towards doing jusuce 
ty the teachers of Georgia was taken by 
the house yesterday, In the almost unan- 
jmous passage of the bill introduced by Mr. 
leming. 

The bill created some 
was, at times, rather lively. 

As has been explained, it 
the better direction and syste mizing of the 
school fund by requiring that the different 
moneys which go to make up ‘that fund 
be covered direct into the treasury. It 
further provides for quarterly payment 
of teachers to the extem of the money

ultimate result. 

The bill was the special order for 
o'clock. After it had been read, Mr.

on by the friends of the bill, the effect 
which was to provide that the county 
boards should have the right. if they 
thought best, to run their schools or any 
parts thereof during the first six mouths 
of 1S94, the bill of payment to become due 
and payable at the end of the first quarter 
of the regular school year; that is Septem 
ber 30, 18094. 

Mr. Thomas, of Coweta, 
joint commiitee who reported a sufficient 
amount in the treasury to bring about 
quarterly payments, submitted an amend- 
ment on the line of that report.

Fleming, in a few words, had stated 
the purpose of the bill. After Mr. Thomas 
came Mr. Sears, of Webster, who strongly 
urg the passage of the bill with the 
amendment that had been agreed to. 

Mr. Hall, of Thomas, made an lUnpis- 
signed speech in which he declared he was 
in favor of the Thomas amendinent but 

He said that only as 
a last resort, should the schvols be suspend- 
He indirectly hit at Mr. Fleming, de- 
claring that the bill was only to bolster 
uj somebody in their political aspirations 
and was an endeavor to show that success- 
ful legislation must come only through one 
source. 

Mr. Fleming’s reply was very pointed. 
So far as any insinuation of any ulterio 
motive was concerned, he denied that ab- 
solutely. So far, he said, from having any 
. selfish motive be would gladly strike his 
name from the hack of the bill and place 
that of the gentleman of Thomas in- 
stead. He asked Mr. Hall, however, ‘if 
it were not true that he, Mr. Hall, had 
been one of the first to suggest the neces- 
sity of postponing the opening of the 
schools. Mr. Fleming said that the gen- 
tleman from Thomas had been one of the 
first and gave him eredit for what’ he 
considered one of the most important feat- 
ures of the bill. 

As to the report of the joint committee, 
he did not desire to inject that question 
into the debate. He brought out strongly, 
however, the fact that there was no clash 
between this bill and that committee’s re- 
port; both were designed to give quarterly 
payments to the extent of the money 
the treasu rv at the end ot each quarter. 

Mr. Kankin wanted to amend the first 
section by excluding the poll tax, his idea 
being that each county should have the 
benefit of its own poll tax.
